Purchase|Rural Phone Lines 


Several sections in the 
Prairie district are taking advantage 
of the provincial government's offer 
to purchase rural telephone lines, 

Under the Alberta Government 
Sales’ any body of legitimate farmers 
can, by forming themselves into a 
private company or cooperative asso- 
ciation, purchase the existing rural 
telephone lines at the following prices: 

Poles on the ground, 30 cents apiece, 
including all fixtures; existing wires 
one cent a pound, which runs on the 
average of 340 pounds to the mile; 
telephones, $7.50 apiece, equipped with 
lightning arrester, and inside wire to 
the extent of ten feet. 

These sales include telephone lines 
on the highway only, the pole line on 
the farmer's property being considered 
his property before purchase. 

Rio Grande district, which already 
has a telephone line of its own, took 
advantage of the cheap sales and re- 
centf? purchased a number of tele- 
phones, 

La Glace district has also taken ad- 
vantage of the offer and recently pur- 
chased six telephones and 1,000 pounds 
of wire. 

A number of additonal telephones 
have been sold to the Lower Beaver- 
lodge district. 

At the present time the farmers 
north of Wembley are organizing with 
a view of purchasing all rural lines 
in that area. It is understood that if 
the plan materializes the district will 
have some sixty telephones. 

By paying a separate charge of 50 
cents a month per phone, service can 
be given through the Alberta Govern- 
ment exchange.

The ranks of the oldtimers of the 
Grance Prairie district were further 
thinned by the death, of Julius E. 
Charlier (age 45), who passed away 
at the Calgary Sanitarium on March 
18, after a lingering illness. 

The funeral service was held in St.

NO LONGER YOUNG 


“Man does not die; he kills him- 

self,” said Seneca, the Roman Philo- 
sopher, who apparently had observed 
that life is frequently cut short by 
faulty habits of living. Age is not a 
s'mpe counting of birthdays passed. 
Some are physically old at forty; and 
others are comparatively young at 
sixty. We have the records of many 
men and women who have been at 
their best, physically and mentally. 
after they had passed into the period 
of life which is commonly regarded as 
old. . 
Heredity plays a definite part in 
length of life. Most of those who at- 
tain to long lives can boast of a list 
of ancestors who attained to a good 
age. Nevertheless, ancestry is not 
enough, for the heredity factor can be 
offset by bad habits, and length of 
days can be attained by many through | 
good habits in spite of a poor ancestry 
as regards long living. 

Moderation is apparently the most 
important aspect to be considered. 
Plenty of rest, moderation in food and 
drink, reasonable physical and mental 
activity, together with a fair share of 
time spent in the open air—this is the 
prescription which would be written 
for those who wish to live long and 
enjoy good health while they live. 

As we grow older, there is a de- 
crease in physical activity. Less food 
is required, and, as the body begins to 
lose some of its vigor, it has not the 
old reserve to deal with indiscretions 
in diet which formerly caused no in- 


convenience. It was Sam Weller’s 
father who remarked that “vidth and 
visdom go together.” The wisdom 


which he credited to older persons is 
not displayed by their increasing

wisdom in choice of diet. 

The older person requires a balanced 
diet just as much as does the growing 
child or the young adult. It is well to 
make up this diet from the simpler 
and more easily digested foods, and to 
eat smaller amounts of all foods. 
Sweets should be cut down as they 
are often ‘not readily digested and are 


then responsible for the formation of 
gas. 4 
It is not intended to suggest that 


the older person should become a food 
crank and start to think that this or 
that food disagrees with him. How- 
ever. personal experience is not to be 
disregarded, and when such experience 
shows that some foods are not readily 
digested, it is well to try if leaving 
them out of the diet will prevent the 
trouble. 

It should be remembered that all 
foods require a thorough chewing be- 
fore swallowing. This applies even to 
the well cooked, easily swallowed cer- 
eal. Another important point is that 
fresh vegetables are essential in the 
diet. In later years, fruits are usually 
best taken when baked or stewed.

WHEN WHEAT-STEM FLY CUTS 


The grubs of the wheat-stem fly cut 
the stems, causing them to fall over. 
In Manitoba, says the Dominion En- 
tomologist, it was found that the cut- 
ting by the insect does not take place 
until the plants begin to lose their 
sap. As a result of this important 
discovery, farmers whose fields are 
infested may save the grain by har- 
vesting the crop while still slightly on 
the green side. As a result of this 
early harvesting, crops in Manitoba 
alone in one year, worth $3,500,000 
were saved. 


IMPROVE BREEDING HERDS 


It cannot be too strongly empha- 
sized, and the events of 1933 confirm 
this fact, writes the Canadian Trade 
Commissioner in Scotland, that Cana- 
Gian farmers should bend every effort 
to continue to improve their breeding 
herds.

SOME CAUSES OF OUR EXISTING 
UNEMPLOYMENT 


The subject of these articles is New 
British immigration and fully financed 
a step towards 


As an introduction, I should liké to 


| discuss quite briefly the conditions 


which led to the present (so called) 
depression, with its widespread un- 
employment, and great accumulations 
of unconsumed—though needed—agri- 
cultural products. 

We all know that, during the past 
four or five years, a strict curtailment 
of credit has resulted in an almost 
complete cessation of our develon- 
ment; the resulting curtailment of the 
purchasing and consuming power of 
our largest class of consumers—our 
manual workers — still further  in- 
creased unemployment. by lessening 
the demand for food supplies and 
manufactured goods. This lack of 
purchasing and consuming power on 
the part of our largest class of con- 
sumers has particularly affected prices 
for agricultural products. And as a 
result of low prices for their products, 
farmers have had to curtail their pur- 
chases of manufactured goods, which 
has resulted in still further industrial 


unemployment. And so the vicious 
circle has continued. 
A-point of natienal importance, 


which we must not lose sight of, is the 
graduai deterioration, which has now 
been going on for upwards of four 
years, in the physical condition of 
large numbers of our workers, due to 
their being unable to purchase suffi- 
cient supplies of meat, eggs, butter, 
milk and other food stuffs. How 
much longer are such conditions to 
continue? Is it not time that we 
should find a remedy? 

The cause of the depression was the 
cessation of our national -development. 
Its remedy is again to develop our 
country. It is only by progressing 
that we can prevent ourselves fram 
going back. This is especially true of 
a néw country such as is Canada. 
Canada must continue to develop and 
progress, if she is not to go back,— 
that is to say, if she is to continue to 
exist as a nation. 

In the past, as long as she was de- 
veloping, Canada has been prosperous. 
She is in unprosperous condition now, 
as I think, chiefly because she has 
temporarily ceased to develop. I be- 
lieve that she wiii be prosperous again 
only when we again proceed with her 
development on the old lines. 

The further development of our 
country is the first step to be taken in 
the direction of national recovery. 
Such development will afford large 
numbers of our workers the WORK 
AND WAGES which they legitimately 
demand. A renewal of their purchas- 
ing power will result in increased de- 
mand for manufactured goods and for 
agricultural products, leading to still 
more employment, and to better prices 
for farm produce, which will enable 
farmers too to again become con- 
sumers of manufactured goods. In 
other words, if we can put our manual 
workers to work again and give them 
purchasing and consuming power by 
distributing good wages, we shall be 
taking a big step towards ending the 
present “DEPRESSION.”

RESUMPTION OF OUR NATIONAL 
DEVELOPMENT THROUGH IM- 
MIGRATION AND LAND SETTLE- 


MENT 


Let me now state more specifically 
what description of development we 
should, in my opinion, undertake. 

I am going to submit to you that 
new Immigration—coupleé with orga- 


) nized and fully financed land settle- 
ment—is a form of national develop- 
ment which has more to recommend 
it at the present time than any other 
form of development—more to recom- 
mend it than the construction of more 
huge buildings in our big cities; more 
to recommend it than any increase in 
our already very complete public ser- 
vices or in office accommodation for 
their staffs; more to recommend it 
just now than better roads; more even 
than city housing schemes, badly 
though such are needed in some of our 
cities. 


We must not forget that Canada’s 
great development in the past was 
founded on Immigration from the Old 
Country, which brought with it or 
was followed by Capital for invest- 
ment. By means of continuous Im- 
migration Canada has progressed con- 
tinuously. Through Immigration she 
may regain her prosperity now, if she 
makes it her aim. 

It seems-to me that we have, of 
latter years, given too little attention 
to the question of the necessary in- 
crease in our population. We have 
been too intent on our material devel- 
opment, the erection of giant buildings 
in our cities, and the building of rail- 
ways and roads; we have neglected 
the more important side of our na- 
tional development, the building up of 
our people. 

It is beyond argument that Canada 
as a whole needs more people before 
she can become fully prosperous—and 
| there are many reasons why an early 
| increase in our population, particular- 
| ly in the Prairie Provinces, would be 
beneficial to the Dominion. All the 
Provinces have created public services 
sufficient for a population twice or 
| three times what it is at present; the

Producing Because We Must 


“Four years of relatively low prices 
have not materially affected the total 
acreage sown to grain in Canada,’ 
says a federal report on the agricul- 
tural situation, Naturally not. When 
there is no other occupation open to 


him, the farmer continues farming as | 


a matter of course. He has his land 
to’keep clean and, though he may lose 
by producing, he would lose more by 
not producing. Furthermore, although 
low prices of his products may prevent 
him from hiring much help, they often 
force him to work all the harder him- 
self in order to keep soul and body 
together while paying taxes and in- 
terest, if possible. So the treadmill 
drives him relentlessly onward, In 
occupations where a larger proportion 
of the labor is hired, employment is 
more promptly suspended and produc- 
tion more drastically cut. 


Pium Trees Eaten Off By Rabbits 


The rabbits have cut my plum trees 
to pieces above the snow. The snow 
is very deep, so the trees are not hurt 
below where the branches start. I had 
such a nice lot of young plum trees 
set out. Some of them bloomed last 
year, and they are ruined—every limb 
eut off or barked.—(Mrs.) M. J. G., 
Ridgedale, Sask. 

Ans,: If the rabbits have eaten the 
plum trees only down to the snow line 
and there is sufficient of the old wood 
above the crown of the plant to start 
fresh growth, it seems the best thing 
would be to let them grow for a year. 
The damaged wood will be 
less replaced by numerous willow-like 
branches. In the dormant season fol- 
lowing the bush will need some prun- 
ing to bring it into a desired shape. 
Unless the tree is damaged at or below 


the ground line, we do not think graft- | 


ing will be necessary.—J. H. Crossley.

Red Bobs, Garnet and Reward 


How does 222 Red Bobs do at the 
farm compared with Garnet, Reward, 
as an all-round wheat? Reward that 
I have seen grown is too hard to 
thresh and is no yielder, while the 
Garnet runs out too easily in a couple 
of years. We have a dry ground here, 
heavily burnt at one time, and it bakes 
when too wet. As there is some of 
this baked ground where I came from, 
and 222 Red Bobs does well on it, I 
thought I would try it here if I could 
get good seed, What is it worth a 
bushel this year and where could it be 
got close by?—A. W. H., Peace River, 
Alta, 

Ans.: Red Bobs 222 has proven to 
be a consistently good producer at 
Beaverlodge, outyielding Garnet aad 
Reward by about two and four bushels, 
respectively. It has matured three 
days later than Garnet and slightly 
over two days later than Reward. Red 
Bobs 222 has a tendency to produce 
“starchy” kernels, which often results 
in lowering the grade. If maturity is 
not at a premium and the type of soil 
does not usually produce piebald ker- 
nels, then this variety may be profit- 
able, Certified Red Bobs 222 may be 
secured from the University of Alberta 
at $2.50 per bushel, f.0.b, Edmonton. 
For more convenient stocks of rea- 
sonably good seed the local elevator 
agents may be consulted. 


It is hardly correct that Garnet 
“runs out” easily, A variety shows 
variation in type only by natural 


crossing with foreign varieties or be; 
cause the type was not properly fixed 
before being distributed to the seed 
trade, Thus if Garnet were kept in a 
relatively pure state it probably would 
remain so as well as most other un- 
registered varieties now available.——I. 
Cc, Shank. 


Live-Stock Market Prospects 


Breeding ewes, either range or farm 
flock, are better property now than 
they were a year ago, The demand 
for properly finished mutton-bred 
lambs is likely to be sustained, Hamp- 
shire flock wools, clean, sound and 
free from black or grey, brought 12 
cents to 18 cents per pound net to 
Alberta farmers who marketed through 
the Canadian Cooperative Wool Grow- 
ers in 1933. Prices for the 1984 clip 
(not for old, held-over, musty or moth 
infested fleeces) will likely be sus- 
tained this coming year and the 
country buyer will likely be with us 
again in the sheep districts as the 
indispensable (7) middleman taking 
advantage of better times, 

More beef will likely be eaten at 
home and killed locally than in 193% 
and relatively cheaper prices compared 
with other meats (even on this present 
encouraging March market) suggests 
a stronger demand and a better aver- 
age market for the year for some of 
the in-between kinds of butcher cattle, 

Making allowances for an increased 
proportion of beef to be eaten at home 
during 1934, it does not seem likely 
that Canada can fill her market op- 
portunity for good bacon in the ola 
Country this year, It would take 
another one and 4 halt million of good 
hogs surplus to our home requirements 
to enable us to do it. No considerably 
increased volume of new hogs is ex-

Improving a Woodland-Type Soil 


On account of the soil hardening up 
so badly wheat and oats seem to do 
poorly here on shallow cultivation and 
give practically nothing from deep 
plowing. Alfalfa does well, Would 
alfalfa help to build up the soil so 
that grain crops could be grown suc- | 
cessfully?—G. E. J., Fairview, Alta. 

Ans.: This is probably a woodland- 
type soil of second or third class, Deep 
plowing brings to the surface a grey 
leached layer of soil deficient in plant 
food, lime and humus, burying what 
little humus there is to a depth where 
the soil temperature remains low and 
providing instead as a seed bed the 
poor material, which puddles when wet 
and bakes when dry. 

The particular needs of such a soil 
are for legumes and barnyard manure. 
Mineral amendments may also prove 
helpful, but for financial reasons are 
probably out of the question in a new 
settlement at present. Manurial appli- 
cation awaits live-stock husbandry 
and must always be judiciously done 
for fear of multiplying weeds, Deep- 
rooted legumes are needed to bring up 
the lime and other minerals elements 
that have been leached down in times 
past and to fill the furrow slice with 
humus and nitrogen. The latter should 
be captured largely from the air if 
the legumes have been inoculated. 

It is encouraging that alfalfa grows 
as well as was indicated by specimens 
displayed at the field day last August 
on Mr. MecKenzie’s farm at Fairview. 
Nevertheless, sweet clover will likely 
be the best and most economical crop 
with which to build up the soil. Its 
seed is cheap and its roots promptly 
decay after the crop has passed 
through its second year, whereas in 
our climate the roots of the varieties 
of alfalfa favored in the North are 
difficult to kill, acting as root cuttings 
even when thoroughly plowed, Until 
the roots decay their tissue does not 
avail to feed other crops. 

Whichever crop is employed, best 
successes in feed production and in 
soil improvement are almost certain to 
attend non-nurse-crop seeding.

MAP BUILT OF CONCRETE

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POTATO SEED MAY BE SHORT 


Canadian farmers intending to plant 
potatoes this year, especially Irish 
Cobblers, are advised by “The Agricul- 
tural Situation,” a helpful pamphiet 
issued by the Dominion Department of 
Agriculture on agricultural conditions, 
to reserve their seed requirements at 
once, as the spring demand will prob- 
ably exceed the supply. The produc- 
tion of certified seed potatoes in 
Canada in 1988 was the smallest in 
some years, Sinee harvest the crop 
has also been considerably reduced by 
| frost, especially in the Maritimes, 
; While the usual Cuban demand is 
limited, there has been a strong early 
; season market in the United Staten. 
The 1988 crop in the latter country 
was very short and a continued de- 
mand for Canadian seed is expected. 


LADAK ALFALFA 


The Dominion Experimental Farms 
throughout Canada have been testing 
a new variety of alfalfa, known as 
Ladak. This is a hardy variety grown 
on the high dry plateaus of Ladak in 
northern India, where the summers are 
extremely hot and the winters cold, 
Ladak alfalfa has also been tested In 
different parts of the United States, 
While definite conclusions from a 
single year’s results cannot be drawn, 
the tests indicate that Ladak is a very 
promising variety for the Prairie 
Provinces at least, and that it is de- 
serving of further trials, At present 
the seed is not available in Canada. 


“-o- 
HELP BACON PRODUCERS 


Realizing that top quality bacon has 
to be bred, fed, and exported to reduce 
the spread in price between Canadian 
bacon and that of some of Canada's 
competitors, many Canadian farmers 
are taking advantage of the policy of 
the Dominion Minister of Agriculture, 
which has for its objective the assist- 
ing of farmers to secure bacon type 
brood sows. The sows are selected 
from the regular market run of select 
bacon grade weight (190 to 230 
pounds) by the Department of Agri- 
cultural officials at Vancouver, Cal- 
gary, Edmonton, Moose Jaw, Saska- 
toon, Prince Albert, Melfort, Winnipeg, 
Toronto, Montreal, and Moncton, Half 
freight charges are paid from the 
stockyards to destination, and if de- 
sired the sows are bred before ship- 
ping, in which eyent both the service 
and the holding at the yards will be 
free of cost. 


CANADIAN BARLEY CONSUMP.- 
TION 


The carry-over of barley on July 31 
next will be very small, a factor that 
producers should consider, says “The 
Agricultural Situation" bulletin just 
published by the Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. Consumption of 
barley in Canada has averaged about 
75,000,000 bushels a year, having in- 
creased steadily from 1920 to 1930. A 
sharp reduction took place in 1931, 
and since that year the area has re- 
mained at slightly over 3,500,000 acres. 
Reduced acreage and low yields have 
caused a sharp decline in production 
in the past two years when inward 
carry-overs and new crops have aver- 
aged 87,000,000, compared with 124,- 
000,000 during the five crop years 
from 1926-27 to 1980-31. As a result, 
consumption has declined during the 
past two crop years and will probably 
be lower during 1983-34. 


SWINE ADVANCED REGISTRY 


The Canadian Swine Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation at their annual meeting last 
year passed a resolution recommend- 
ing that the advanced registry policy 
of the Dominion Department of Agri-

PROSPECTIVE WHEAT YIELD 


Several factors are apparent at the 
present time which may affect the 
prospective wheat yield this year. 
According to “The Agricultural Situa- 
tion” bulletin, issued by the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture, drought 
over wide areas during the past five 
years has reduced reserve moisture, 
and favorable conditions will have to 
be experienced throughout the grow- 
ing season to offset the effects of 
climate during the preceding seasons. 
Due to the emphasis being laid upon 
early seeding and the plowing of! 
stubble land before seeding for pur-|

VEGETABLE GARDENER’S LUCK 


There is no trick in growing vege- 
tables. Householders have been heard 
to say, “I have no luck with a gar- 
den,” but failure is often traceable to 
carelessness, Very small seeds are 
buried, larger seeds are crowded to- 
gether in the rows, weeds are allowed 
to smother the young tender plants, 
the seed-bed is hard and dry, drainage 
is bad, and a thousand and one other 
factors, all of which are controllable, 
according to information from the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture 
With regard to planting, beans and 
peas should be two inches in the soil; 
beet, cucumber, muskmelon. parsnip, 
radish, spinach, squash, and turnip, 
one inch; Brussels sprouts, cabbage, 
earrots, cauliflower, lettuce, onion, 
pepper, and tomato, half inch; corn, 
one to two inches, and celery, quarter 
inch.

Looking Backward and Equality: by 
Edward Bellamy. 

These are two books which, though 
not new, have come into prominence 
with a great portion of the reading 
public of today on account of their 
subject matter. Written at the close 
of the last century, they deal with the 
world as it should possibly be in the 
year 2000, when self-interest no longer 
exists and man uses for the good of 
humanity the great knowledge and 
power that he has acquired. 

Edward Bellamy foresaw the dis- 
harmony that is in the world today 
and, like H. G. Wells in “The Shape 
of Things to Come,” he predicts that 
out of disharmony and depression 
there shall rise a new world in which 
all men are equal and in which no 
interests shall be privately controlled. 

The books “Looking Backward” and 
“Equality” are linked up _ together,

“Equality” being a continuation of 
“Looking Backward,” Written in novel 
form, the theme is built up around a 
man who, born in the middle of the 
nineteenth century, falls asleep to 
awaken in the year 2000, in all the 
strangeness of the New Era, To the 
author it seemed impossible’ that 
mankind, after acquiring such power 
and control over the resources of 
Nature, should continue to put up 
with the inefficient mismanagement of 
human affairs, and he felt that a com- 
plete re-organization of -society would 
have to take place. It was on this 
assumption that he predicted the New 
Era, in which community life shall be 
based on intelligence rather than self- 
interest, 

This is no light reading matter, 
covering as it does so large an area of 
time and ideas, but it is intensely in- 
teresting,

Senna is the best remedy for “faulty 
elimination.” Unlike many similar 
medicines, it does not purge; but 


senna tea is so bitter it is hard to per- 
suade children to take it. Combine it 
with figs, and you have a wonderful 
medicine disguised as a _ pleasant- 
tasting confection—and it's cheap, too! 

Put one pound dried figs through 
the mincer, then mix them with one 
ounce dried senna leaves and one 
ounce powdered sulphur.

The dose is a piece the size of two 
or three peas for a child, and a tea- 
spoonful for a grown-up.

ALMOND SIMNEL FOR A 
EASTER BIRTHDAY 

Maybe some little—or big—person 
has a birthday during Easter, and, in- 
stead of an ordinary birthday cake, 
this Easter almond simnel would be a 
real treat, 

Ingredients: % pound flour, 3 ounces 
butter, 3 ounces lard, 24% teaspoons 
baking powder, 4% ounces stoneless 
raisins, 44% ounces sultanas, 2 ounces 
cherries (cut in halves), 2 ounces 
ground almonds, 6 ounces moist sugar, 
1% ounces chopped candied peel, 4 
teaspoon mixed spice, % teaspoon 
salt, 8 eges, sufficient milk to make 
up pint (nearly) of Nquid altogether, 
one teaspoonful of coffee essence to 
darken it. 

Rub the fat into the flour, mix in 
baking powder and dry ingredients, 
add milk and eggs and mix well. Use 
a tin about 7 inches across and 2% 
deep. Grease and flour pan well, 

When the cake is cold, cut in half 
and put apricot jam between layers, 
and on top of cake, decorating with 
almond or marzipan paste or Easter 
eggs. 


SWEETNESS FROM THE 
NORTHERN PLAINS 


(By W. D, Albright, Superintendent of 
Nominion Experimental Substation 
at Beaverlodge.) 

Reprinted from the American Bee 
Journal for March, 1934. 
“Wasting sweetness on the desert 
air” is a classic folly. Extracting 
sweetness from the desert flora is 
often a bee's duty—and sometimes 
rather up-hill work. That is to say, 
our common plant-producers of sur- 
plus nectar yield sparingly under 
semi-arid conditions of soil and cli- 
mate. Even when the year's precipi- 
tation is of normal volume irregularity 
of occurrence may seriously interfere 
with nectar secretion at a critical 
juncture, In 18%, tor example, just 
as the colonies were all set for vigor- 
ous assault on the luxuriant seed crop 
of sweet clover, a rainiess August 
caused nectar production to peter out 
and the season at the Beaverlodge 
Sub-station went into a tail spin with 
an average of about forty pounds ex- 
tracted honey per colony, Something 
similar happened in 1932. What with 
spasms of summer drouth and two ex- 
ceptionally long cold winters (to say 


nothing of the machinations of Gen- 
eral Depression) beekeeping in the 
Peace River region of northern Al- 


berta has been “riding the bumps.” 

Packages have been least unprofit- 
able of late. Two-pound and three- 
pound packages from Alabama have 
arrived with searcely a handful of 
dead bees .» any package and with 
only an occasional Reyal casualty. 
With Professor Mitchener and others, 
we favor earlier arrival than was once 
thought advisable, April advent has 
turned out well. 

I personally believe cellar wintering 
in quadruple packing cases is better 
in some of our winters, but no bee- 
keeper ever knows what old Boreas 
may bring forth and when cold, snowy 
weather seta in early in November, 
continuing until the end of April, with 
conspicuous absence of the usual 
balmy chinook, the strain is severe 
and many dead bees accumulate on 
the floor boards, Under such circum- 
stances top entrances might be much 
better and I think we should try them. 

Mr, (, B, Gooderham, Dominion 
Aplarist, writes under date of Febru- 
ary 1: “We were for a long time under 
the impression that package bees will 
not do nearly so well as over-wintered 
colonies east of the Prairie Provinces, 
and, a8 @ matter of fact, they do not 
in Old Ontario, but up in the North 
at Kapushasing the packages are giv- 
ing excellent results, This of course 
is largely due to the fact that there is 
u heavy flow of nectar from the fire- 
weed, which comes later than alsike 
and white Duteh clover, It would ap- 
pear that where the flow comes late 
package bees will give an excellent 
account of themselves.”

CHAMPION EGG EATERS 


Although, compared with some other 
countries, the per capita consumption 
of poultry in Canada is relativety low, 
Canada retains the ee-eating cham- 
pionship, with 28.36 doren eggs con- 
sumed per head of population in 1982. 
While the average consumption of 
poultry by each inhabitant of the Uni- 
ted States in that year was about 18 
pounds, the Canadian figure was 10.7 
pounds, of which 7.7 pounds were hens 


‘and chickens. Altogether 112,241,206 


pounds of poultry were accounted for 
in Canada, and for the past five years 
the demand for poultry and eggs has 
been relatively well maintained. In 
June last year, according to the bulle- 
tin “The Agricultural Situation,” is- 
sued by the Dominion Department of 
Agriculture, the number of hens and 
chickens on farms in Canada was 
54.9438,000. 


WHEY CREAM AND BUTTER 


According to an economic analysis 
of cheese factory operations in Onta- 
rio, conducted by the Dominion and 
Ontario Departments of Agriculture, 
most of the cheese making factories 
separated whey cream and made whey 
butter. They were able to do this be- 
cause their volume was sufficient to 
justify the purchase of necessary 
equipment. The added revenue from 
this source substantially reduced op- 
erating costs,

The consumption of pig products in 
Canada during 1932 reached the high- 
est point in the history of the industry 
at 91.7 pounds per capita. This state- 
ment appears in the Agricultural Sit- 
uation bulletin just issued by the De- 
partment of Agriculture at Ottawa, in 
which the following of the hog situa- 
tion appears: 

“Briefly summarizing the situation 
it would appear that the hog outlook 
is favourable to the producer. While 
it is likely that there will be some 
temporary price declines during the 
present year, the trend is upward. 
Market supply prospects are for a 
moderate volume during the first half 
of the year, followed by a fairly sub- 
stantial increase. At market prices 
such as ruled during the early part of 
the year, there should be greater in- 
terest in the purchasing of feed grains 
and a falling off in the number of un- 
finished hogs offered. Prospects for 
export appear to be satisfactory, and 
the restrictions existing on experts 
from foreign countries selling to the 
British market are working quite fav- 
ourably toward stabilization prices. 
Despite the present favourable export 
outlook, improvement in breeding, 
feeding, selection and pack so as to 
secure a large percentage top grades 
of bacon is much more desirable than 
a marked increase in general produc- 
1i0n. 

It is quite safe to forecast a sub- 
stantial improvement in the quality of 
the 1934 production, as a result of 
improvement in type of sow and sire 
used as foundation stock, and of bet- 
ter feeding practices than in any pre- 
vious period in the history of the in- 
dustry in Canada. This is highly fa- 
vourable to Canadian export proes- 
pects.”
